The  Police  Department  was  quite  busy  this  last  year  as  the 
above  report  indicates.  The  largest  rise  from  previous  years  was  in 
accidents  and  breaking  and  entering. 

The  Police  Department  has  a  total  of  5  men  that  are  active  in 
Police  v/ork  so  that  all  the  calls  are  being  answered  by  these  men. 
With  many  more  vehicles  on  the  highways  and  new  summer  busi- 
nesses and  permenant  residents  coming  into  town  we  have  had  to 
hire  officers  from  out  of  town  to  take  care  of  special  traffic  work  at 
different  times.  The  Police  Department  very  badly  is  in  need  of  at 
least  two  more  special  officers  to  take  the  strain  from  the  present  men. 
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It  is  very  difficult  in  a  small  town  such  as  Hollis  to  determine 
just  how  much  money  is  to  be  spent  in  a  year  for  Police  protection. 
The  more  people  coming  into  town  and  the  more  motor  vehicles  on 
the  highway  determining  just  how  much  work  is  to  be  done.  We 
cannot  expect  to  build  our  Police  Department  in  just  a  few  years  to 
a  full  time  Police  Department,  however,  records  and  logs  have  to 
be  kept  so  that  when  the  time  does  come  for  a  full  time  officer  the 
town  will  not  have  to  start  from  scratch  with  no  knowledge  of  what 
went  on  in  the  past.  That  is  why  we  have  bought  filing  cabinets  and 
other  materials  and  equipment  that  will  be  needed  in  the  future 
and  may  also  be  used  at  the  present  time.  There  are  many  other 
things  that  we  could  use  at  this  time,  such  as  a  typewriter,  camera 
and  more  room  for  the  Police  station.  We  are  trying  to  keep  our 
spending  at  a  minimum  and  therefore  feel  that  we  may  buy  these  at 
a  future  date. 

The  officers,  when  they  are  working  , receive  $1.00  per  hour  for 
their  services  and  if  they  use  their  own  car  are  paid  .50  cents  per 
hour  for  use  of  same.  I  do  not  believe  that  we  are  overpaid  at  $1.00 
per  hour  for  what  we  have  to  do  and  I  do  not  believe  that  a  person 
could  operate  their  own  car  for  .50  cents  per  hour  and  make  money. 
I  feel  that  the  Police  Officers  are  grossly  underpaid  and  a  study  be 
made  between  the  Selectmen  and  Police  Department  so  that  a  bet- 
ter system  of  pay  could  be  adopted.  I  feel  that  there  are  a  lot  of 
people  that  have  the  impression  that  a  number  of  the  calls  we  make 
are  unnecessary,  but  every  call  should  be  answered  regardless  of  how 
unnecessary  it  may  seem. 

We  were  very  unfortunate  to  have  one  fatal  accident  and  one 
drowning  this  last  year.  Without  the  cooperation  of  the  people  and 
the  vigilance  of  the  Police  Department  the  death  count  would  well 
exceed  this  total.  When  driving  or  vacationing  be  extremely  careful, 
not  only  for  ones  own  safety,  but  also  for  other  persons. 

The  Hollis  Police  Association  bought  an  emergency  revolving 
light  that  can  be  attached  to  any  of  the  cars  of  officers  when  they  are 
on  duty.  This  light  is  a  big  help  to  warn  vehicles  of  trouble  on  the 
highway  and  may  also  save  a  life  at  the  scene  of  an  accident. 

The  Hollis  Municipal  Court  functioned  very  well  this  past  year 
and  I  wish  to  thank  Judge  Lates  for  doing  a  fine  job.  In  just  the 
few  years  as  a  judge  he  has  done  his  job  well  and  has  been  a  very 
fair  Judge.  I  have  been  told  by  lawyers  and  respondents  in  court 
that  we  are  very  lucky  to  have  a  person  such  as  Judge  Lates  sitting 
in  our  court.  This  I  agree  with  and  think  that  the  town  should  also 
be  grateful  for. 

We  welcome  suggestions  concerning  this  Department  at  any 
time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  CHIEF  FOR   1959 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  with  a  continued  increase  in  popu- 
lation and  new  buildings  the  demand  for  the  services  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment remains  at  a  relatively  low  level.  A  probable  answer  is  the 
fire-conscious  attitude  of  most  of  the  people  and  a  response  to  fire 
prevention  education.  May  I  suggest  if  anyone  has  a  suspicion  of 
fire  or  even  a  small  fire  extinguished  by  themselves  that  a  call  be 
made  to  the  Fire  Department  so  a  prompt  inspection  may  be  made. 
This  action  may  save  someone  a  more  serious  loss. 

A  total  of  32  calls  were  received  asking  for  specific  help,  but 
only  21  calls  required  any  trucks  or  large  equipment.  9  chimney 
fires,  5  grass  or  brush  fires,  3  pumping  water  emergencies,  1  oil 
burner,  1  car  fire,  1  sleigh  (Hallowe'en),  4  buildings,  1  private  dump, 
1  stove,  1  smoke  detection,  1  drowning,  1  lost  Hunter,  1  First  Aid  to 
child,  2  trips  for  aid  to  Pepperell  Fire  Department,  1  for  oxygen. 
In  some  cases  two  or  more  trips  were  necessary  for  complete  cover- 
age. 

The  3  building  fires  were  not  very  heavy  losses  and  had  no  in- 
surance on  them.  The  most  valuable  was  a  small  unoccupied  2 
room  camp  near  Runnells  Bridge,  another  was  an  unoccupied 
woodsman's  camp  off  Rocky  Pond  Road,  and  the  third  was  the  re- 
mains of  the  partially  burned  barn  in  West  Hollis. 

Once  again  to  anyone  who  helped  in  any  manner  in  the  search 
for  the  lost  hunter  may  I  express  my  appreciation  for  your  aid  and 
pass  along  the  thanks  of  the  Brookline,  N.  H.  officials  and  the  man's 
daughter. 

The  Red  Phone  System  had  a  total  of  230  calls,  just  2  more 
than  last  year.   Of  this  41  were  for  fire,  smoke  or  other  emergency. 

A  small  fire  detection  system  has  been  installed  in  the  basement 
area  of  the  High  School,  and  a  partial  fire  detection  system  will  soon 
be  installed  in  the  Town  Hall. 

ANYONE  HEARING  A  STEADY  BLOWING  SIREN  (THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL  SIGNAL)  OR  A  STEADY  BLOWING  HORN 
(THE  TOWN  HALL  SIGNAL)  CALL  THE  FIRE  DEPART- 
MENT AT  ONCE. 

Many  persons  seem  to  think  the  Resuscitator  is  for  use  only  in 
case  of  drownings.  This  is  its  least  effective  use  becaue  in  the  ma- 
jority of  cases  it  is  too  late  when  the  victim  is  recovered  from  the 
water.  It  is  most  effective  in  heart  cases,  asthma  attacks,  choking 
from  poisonous  gases,  shock,  smoke  or  some  obstruction  in  the  throat, 
becaue  the  pure  oxygen  used  will  give  quick  relief. 

The  Fire  Department  has  the  equipment  and  the  personnel  to 
give  quick  relief  in  most  any  emergency.

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PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 

The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  standpoint.  New 
Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  nation.  Fewer  acres  were 
burned,  suppression  costs  were  substantially  reduced  and  damage  to 
woodlands  held  to  a  minimum.  The  record  resulted  from  a  com- 
bination of  favorable  weather  conditions,  an  alert  warden  service 
and  a  cooperating  public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing  note 

58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by  careless 

smokers  and  debris  burners. 
10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9  fires  was  caused  by  children. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent  minded  in- 
dividuals and  failure  of  parents  to  properly  supervise  children  and 
keep  matches  out  of  their  reach,  annually  cause  these  unnecessary 
fires  which  cost  large  sums  to  extinguish  and  cause  extensive  dam- 
age. The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  fires  would  radically 
change  this  picture.    The  rules  are  simple — 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire 
warden — the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes  from 
moving  vehicles — use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home — Use  your  town  dump  and  save  your- 
self much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal  and  financial.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  COMMITTEE 

At  the  1959  Town  Meeting  the  Ernest  Dunklee  farm  (17  acres) 
was  set  up  as  a  part  of  the  Town  Forest  with  the  agreement  that  the 
Fire  Department  may  use  part  as  a  drill  area.  The  open  areas  that 
they  will  not  use  were  set  out  to  red  pine.  2000  were  furnished  free 
by  the  State  and  Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  (ACP)  paid 
part  of  the  cost  of  setting.  A  forest  fire  pond  was  dug  at  the  north- 
west corner  of  the  field.  ACP  and  the  Town  shared  the  cost.  An- 
other pond  was  dug  by  a  private  land  owner  a  little  southwest  of  the 
fields,  also  with  ACP  help. 

Another  pond  was  dug  beside  Parker  Pond  Brook  on  the  Wall- 
ingford  Lot.  This  is  near  the  network  of  roads  reopened  in  1958. 
In  clearing  the  site  for  this  last  pond  several  large  pines  were  cut. 
These  furnished  most  of  the  lumber  for  the  Fire  Department  drill 
tower.  The  ponds  are  over  ten  feet  deep  and  hold  over  30,000 
gallons.  The  construction  is  supervised  by  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service.  The  locations  are  also  approved  by  the  County  Forester. 
The  cost  to  the  Town  was  less  than  $75.  each. 

All  roads  reopened  in  1958  were  sprayed  with  brushkiller.  About 
all  of  the  other  roads  in  the  Town  Forest  were  resprayed.  They  had 
received  two  or  more  previous  sprays  so  it  took  but  little  material. 
The  Town  furnished  the  material  and  the  Committee  did  the  job  at 
no  cost  to  the  Town.  A  small  amount  of  gravel  was  put  on  some 
roads  and  a  stone  culvert  was  relaid. 

Howard  Parkhurst  cut  36,000  feet  of  pine  last  winter.  Some 
was  from  northeast  of  Parker  Pond  Swamp,  some  of  that  was  killed 
by  beavers  damming  up  the  brook  leading  out  of  a  big  maple  swamp 
but  most  was  cut  east  of  the  Five  Corners.  The  first  of  December 
1959  he  started  another  winter's  cut,  also  in  the  above  places. 

Kenneth  Marvell  is  pruning  pines  and  girdling  interfering  hard- 
woods to  kill  them.  ACP  pays  part  of  the  cost.  Some  day  the  Town 
will  harvest  a  lot  of  clear  lumber  rather  than  having  large  areas  of 
worthless  hardwoods. 

We  plan  on  clearing  more  grown-up  roads  under  a  long  range 
program.  The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  will  pay  part  of  the  cost. 
We  plan  on  at  least  one  more  forest  fire  pond  and  more  pruning 
and  weeding  using  ACP  matching  funds.  The  Committee's  invita- 
tion to  show  anyone  through  the  forest  still  stands.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  severe  weather  and  extreme  depth  of  frost  caused  much 
damage  to  our  drainage  and  culvert  systems.  Last  winter  and  spring, 
equipment  was  hired  from  out  of  town  to  thaw  culverts  and  some 
were  replaced,  some  1500  yards  of  gravel  was  hauled  to  fill  wash- 
outs. The  snow  problem  was  not  too  great,  but  much  sand  and 
salt  was  used  to  make  our  roads  safe  for  travel. 

The  Surface  treatment  program  was  small,  completing  our 
policy  of  treating  the  now  hard  surface  roads  with  asphalt  every 
four  years.  The  1960  season  will  start  a  new  cycle  of  treatment, 
consisting  of  approximately  seven  miles  at  a  cost  of  about  $4,000.00, 
deducted  from  the  $9,000.00  now  appropriated,  will  cut  our  Sum- 
mer maintenance  program  unless  more  money  is  voted. 

In  addition  to  our  periodical  grading  and  other  maintenance 
work  we  rebuilt  two  tenths  of  a  mile  of  Federal  Hill  Road  near  the 
R.  Peacock  residence  eliminating  a  hazardous  corner,  we  also  gravel- 
ed one  and  one  half  miles  of  road  and  installed  two  hundred  and 
twenty  feet  of  culvert  pipe. 

The  T.  R.  A.  program  was  the  construction  of  one  mile  of  Pine 
Hill  Rd.,  relocating  three  tenths  of  a  mile  through  the  property  of 
B.  Hogan  which  was  given  by  Mr.  Hogan  for  that  purpose.  We  also 
hard  surfaced  one  mile  of  Nartoff  Road. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  remind  the  voters  that  the  High- 
way Department  is  still  working  under  the  same  appropriation  as  in 
1947.  The  expenses  have  risen  from  ten  to  fifty  five  percent  on  dif- 
ferent items.  Therefore,  it  is  very  hard  to  do  the  necessary  work  and 
keep  up  to  the  expectations  of  the  highway  users,  also.  The  labor 
situation  is  still  acute.

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REPORT  OF  PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 
AND  CEMETERIES 

Parks  and   Playgrounds 

Three  major  projects  were  completed  this  past  season.  Namely 
the  widening  of  the  streets  around  the  common  and  across  from  the 
ball  field. 

Pruning  the  trees  on  the  common  ,and  reseeding  the  Nicholes 
ball  field;  These  projects  were  a  must,  and  have  added  a  good  look 
to  the  town.  It  appears  that  both  ball  fields  will  be  in  full  use  this 
summer,  and  more  time  must  be  taken  for  the  care  of  them. 

I  would  suggest  that  a  new  sidewalk  be  laid  from  Locke's  up  to 
up  to- the  driveway  at  the  town  hall,  and  a  study  be  made  of  the  park- 
ing in  the  center. 

Cemetery 

The  east  cemetery  fence  was  repaired  and  painted.  Maps  of 
the  south  and  north  cemeteries  have  been  completed.  Up  to  this 
year  there  was  only  one  book  available,  and  that  was  of  the  east 
cemetery.   A  duplicate  book  has  been  made  of  that. 

A  map  should  be  made  of  the  Pinehill  Cemetery,  so  as  to  com- 
plete the  records  of  all  of  the  cemeteries.  Eighty  letters  were  sent  out 
to  lot  owners  asking  them  to  give  money  for  perpetual  care. 

I  strongly  feel  that  a  program  should  be  started  to  help  cut 
down  the  expense  of  mowing.  If  all  corner  stones  and  markers  were 
removed  to  make  even  mowing  it  would  cut  down  the  cost,  and 
make  a  better  appearance.  A  central  location  should  be  made  for 
all  grave  markers.

January  26,  1960 
The  Planning  Board  has  had  a  very  active  year  working  on  a 
revised  Zoning  Ordinance,  a  Building  Code,  and  Land  Subdivision 
Control  Regulations.  We  have  had  28  meetings  this  year.  Two  of 
these  were  joint  meetings  with  the  Selectmen,  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment,  and  members  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Planning  & 
Development  Commission. 

We  now  have  a  revised  Zoning  Ordinance  and  a  new  Building 
Code  ready  for  passage  and  we  trust  it  will  meet  with  your  approval.

March    10.    1959 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Warren  Towne  at  10.10 
A.  M.  The  Warrant  was  read  and  the  polls  were  opened  for  ballot- 
ing for  Town  Officers.  Polls  closed  at  7 :  35  P.  M.  The  meeting  was 
resumed  at  7:45  P.M.  when  Rev.  Seth  Newton  offered  prayer. 
Moderator  Towne  said  that  each  article  in  the  Warrant  would  be 
read  as  we  came  to  it. 

Article  1.  Selectman  Brown  discussed  the  budget  and  the  com- 
parative statement  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  There  was  an 
overdraft  in  several  items.  Town  officers'  expenses  increase  due  to 
the  increase  in  the  cost  of  printing  Town  Reports;  fire  department 
increase  due  to  the  purchase  of  new  hose,  the  civil  defense  increase 
due  to  the  purchase  of  radio;  and  the  old  age  assistance  increase  due 
to  the  fact  that  more  people  are  receiving  assistance.  The  increase  in 
the  budget  for  the  Library  is  to  paint  it,  and  the  increase  in  Parks 
and  playgrounds  is  for  landscaping.  Other  increases  will  be  taken  up 
when  the  budget  is  discussed.  Roscoe  Brown  moved  that  Article  1 
be  passed  to  be  taken  up  after  Article  13.  Seconded.  Carried. 

Article  2.  William  Quinton  moved  that  the  reports  of  the 
Town  Officers  and  Committees  be  accepted  as  printed.  Seconded. 
Carried. 

Article  3.  Erving  Simonds  moved  that  the  Town  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Seconded. 
Carried. 

Article  4.  Charles  Dow  moved  that  the  Town  accept  State 
Aid  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  Roads  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,072.04.    Seconded.    Carried. 

Article  5.  Ann  Goodwin  moved  that  the  Town  autorize  the 
Selectmen  to  distribute  blank  inventories  at  the  time  of  appraisal. 
Seconded.  Carried. 

Article  6.  Harold  Farnum  moved  that  the  Town  assess  a  fine 
of  twenty  cents  on  each  poll  tax  not  paid  by  December  1,  1959. 
Seconded.  Carried. 

Article  7.  Harold  Farnum  moved  that  the  Town  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $100.00  for  the  Merrimack  Valley  Regional 
Association.    Seconded.    Carried. 

Article  8.  Moderator  Towne  explained  that  the  Planning 
Board  was  responsible  for  determining  a  Recreational  District  and 
that  any  action  here  would  be  illegal.  Harold  Farnum  moved  to  pass 
this  article  without  action.   Seconded.   Carried. 
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Article  9.  Charles  Dow  moved  that  the  Town  discontinue 
Old  Section  of  Route  No.  130;  Starting  at  Station  No.  Ill  of  the  re- 
located Route  No.  130,  Easterly  to  the  Junction  of  Parker  Lane,  and 
Old  Route  No.  130;  a  distance  of  approximately  350  feet.  Seconded. 
Carried. 

Article  10.  Francis  Ballou  moved  that  the  Town  discontinue 
the  Old  Section  of  Route  No.  122;  starting  at  Station  No.  22/00, 
Northerly,  by  Charles  A.  &  Mable  Fenimore  thru  Station  No.  26/00;

within  the  Right  of  the  new  Highway.    Seconded.    Carried. 

Article  11.  Charles  Devlin  moved  that  the  Town  install  one 
new  street  light  at  the  junction  of  Flint  Pond  Drive  and  Route  No. 
130;  also  that  the  Town  install  one  new  street  light  at  the  North  end 
of  Flint  Pond  Drive,  in  the  new  accepted  Section  of  Flint  Pond 
Drive.    Seconded.  Carried. 

Article  12.  William  Quinton  moved  that  the  Ernest  Dunklee 
land  be  added  to  the  Town  Forest  land  under  the  management  of 
the  Town  Forest  Committee,  with  the  agreement  that  a  tract  of  the 
Ernest  Dunklee  land  may  be  used  by  the  Fire  Department  for  a  drill 
area.    Seconded.    Carried. 

Article  13.  Nelson  Parkhurst  moved  that  the  Town  authorize 
the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  to  release  the  monies  known  as  The 
Elizabeth  Proctor  Legacy  to  the  Hollis  Historical  Society;  to  be  held 
by  said  Society  and  used  to  protect  and  care  for  "The  Moses  Proctor 
and  Elizabeth  Proctor  Collection."  In  the  event  said  Society  should 
dissolve  or  no  longer  care  to  assume  the  above  responsibilities  of 
caring  for  the  "Proctor  Collection,"  the  unused  balance  of  said 
monies  shall  revert  to  the  Town  of  Hollis,  N.  H.   Seconded.  Carried. 

Article  1  was  reconsidered.  Roscoe  Brown  moved  that  Town 
Officers'  Expenses  in  the  Budget  be  increased  $200.  Seconded.  Car- 
ried. 

Roscoe  Brown  moved  that  the  budget  for  Winter  Roads  be  in- 
creased $1,000.00   Seconded.   Carried. 

Roscoe  Brown  moved  that  the  budget  for  Street  Lighting  be  in- 
creased $50.00,  due  to  the  installation  of  two  new  street  lights  already 
voted.    Seconded.    Carried. 

Roscoe  Brown  moved  that  the  budget  for  the  Town  Dump  be 
reduced  $300.00,  as  the  anticipated  fencing  and  manning  of  the 
dump  would  cost  less  than  originally  estimated.  Seconded.  Carried. 
During  the  discussion  of  the  Dump,  Mr.  Elevens  offered  the  Town 
two  acres  of  land  on  Rocky  Pond  Road  for  a  new  dump,  as  the  pres-

ent  dump  is  on  leased  land.  Fire  Chief  Towne  pointed  out  that  this 
land  oflFered  by  Mr.  Lievens  was  in  a  heavily  wooded  area  and  would 
have  to  be  approved  by  the  State  Health  Department  and  the  State 
Forestry  Department.

Harold  King  moved  that  the  Budget  be  adopted  with  the  cor- 
rections voted,  amounting  to  an  increase  of  $1,450.00.  Seconded. 
Carried. 

Article  14.  Gordon  McEnnis  asked  about  Social  Security  for 
the  Library  employees.  Roscoe  Brown  explained  that  it  would  have 
to  be  put  in  the  Warrant  and  would  have  to  apply  to  all  Town  em- 
ployees. Edward  Lievens  moved  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  three  to  work  with  the  Selectmen  to  study  the  matter  of 
Social  Security.   Seconded.   Carried. 

A  standing  vote  of  thanks  for  his  twelve  years  of  service  was 
given  retiring  Selectman  Roscoe  Brown. 

The  results  of  the  balloting  were  announced. 

The  following  elected  Town  officials  were  sworn  in  by  Moder- 
ator Towne:  Town  Clerk,  Bertha  E.  Duncan;  Town  Treasurer, 
Milton  D.  Wright;  Selectman,  Richard  Walker;  Deputy  Fire  Chiefs, 
Roscoe  L.  Brown  and  Erving  R.  Simonds;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds, 
Wendell  C.  Wright;  Road  Commissioner,  Charles  F.  Dow;  Sexton, 
Kenneth  Marvell;  Auditors,  H.  ClifTord  Manning  and  Gordon  Mc- 
Ennis. Fire  Chief  Warren  Towne  was  sworn  in  by  Clerk  Duncan. 
Other  officials  will  be  sworn  in  later.

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SYNOPSIS  OF  SCHOOL  MEETING 
March  9.    1959 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  HolHs  School  District  was  called  to 
order  at  8: 15  P.  M.  in  the  Lower  Town  Hall  by  Moderator  Towne 
with  about  60  voters  present.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Seth  New- 
ton. Moderator  Towne  read  the  Warrant  Articles  1  to  10  inclusive 
and  ruled  that  in  all  ballot  votes  the  check  list  must  be  used. 

Article  1.     Warren  Towne  was  elected  Moderator. 

Article  2.     Kenneth  Trow  was  elected  Clerk. 

Article  3.  Frank  Whittemore  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
School  Board  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Article  4.     Kenneth  Trow  was  elected  Treasurer. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  pass  this  by  and  to  take  it  up  under  budget 
recommendations,  Article  8. 

Article  6.  Since  reports  are  printed  in  the  Town  Report  it 
was  ruled  that  they  be  accepted  as  printed. 

Article  7.  Clarence  Howe  and  Edna  Hill  were  elected  audi- 
tors. 

Article  8.  It  was  voted  that  the  district  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $148,076.28  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against 
said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from 
the  State  Foundation  Aid  Fund  together  with  other  income;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the 
estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

Article  9.  It  was  voted  that  the  district  authorize  the  school 
board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  dis- 
trict, all  grants  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  which  may 
now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment or  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  or  from  any  other  source. 

Article  10.  It  was  suggested  that  the  district  activate  the  study 
committee  for  consolidation  and  be  in  a  position  to  report  the  facts 
to  the  town  at  a  later  date. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  9:15  P.  M.

ADMINISTRATION 

I  herewith  present  my  21st  annual  report,  consisting  of  this 
discussion  together  with  other  reports  printed  herewith: 
SCHOOLS  ARE  BIG  BUSINESS 

The  following  table  indicates  what  size  this  Supervisory  Union 
has  become.  One  needs  only  to  add  this  to  the  other  Supervisory 
Unions  in  this  State  and  then  to  the  other  States  to  understand  the 
magnitude  of  Schools  as  a  Business  in  this  Country.  Since  this  unit 
and  New  Hampshire  is  so  small  as  compared  with  hundreds  of 
others,  it  is  no  wonder  many  people  do  not  realize  what  goes  on  here 
or  in  the  Nation  with  respect  to  education.

Adding  the  pupils  Brookline  sends  to  Nashua  to  the  2088  listed 
above  and  dividing,  we  find  an  over-all  pupil  cost  of  approximately 
$325.  Readers  may  think  this  is  high.  If  so,  we  must  compare  this 
with  reported  costs  in  New  Hampshire  of  $388.72  Since  our  costs 
are  part  of  this  latter  figure  and  are  lower,  then  there  must  be  many 
school  units  with  a  higher  pupil  cost  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  $388.72 
figure. 

SALARIES 

Item  6  of  the  Budget  refers  to  Teacher's  Salaries  and  con- 
stitutes the  largest  amount  in  the  total.  For  some  time  now,  we 
have  tried  to  consider  salaries  on  a  percentage  basis,  using  a  begin- 
ner's starting-salary  as  100%  and  advancing  each  year  by  4%  for 
varying  numbers  of  years.  At  the  present,  this  starting-salary  is 
$3700.  Teachers  of  experience  receive  more  by  some  4%  to  32%. 
We  have  three  classes  of  preparation:  1.  Those  without  a  degree — 
whose  salaries  may  range  from  92%  -  116%  of  the  base.  2.  Those 
with  a  Bachelor's  degree  —  100%  to  124%.  3.  Those  with  a  Mas- 
ter's degree  —  108%  to  132%.  Not  all  the  districts  have  all  of  these 
features,  all  have  some  of  them. 
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Now  I  feel  the  base  must  be  changed  and  have  recommended 
in  my  budget  to  School  Boards,  $3900  as  the  100%  base.  Our  study 
of  salaries  prompts  these  rewards  to  justify  this  base. 

A.  Beginners  next  September  will  demand  and  get  much  more 
than  the  present  $3700. 

B.  The  average  salaries  of  classroom  teachers  this  year  are:  — 
National  average  $5025. 

Mass.  average  $5100. 

N.  H.  average  $4356. 

S.  U.  #40  median  $4144. 

Our  median  is  thus  $212  lower  than  N.  H.'s  average,  $956 
lower  than  Mass.  (our  greatest  competitor)  and  $881  lower  than 
the  National  average. 

C.  Mass.  will  be  on  a  $4000.  minimum  for  1960-61  —  this  by 
law.  (a  nearby  district  in  N.  H.  is  already  on  this  minimum.) 

D.  The  average  starting  pay  of  women  college  graduates  of 
1957  (three  years  ago — when  our  base  salary  was  $3200)  :  — 

Chemists  $4847.  Mathematicians     $4675. 

Nurse  $3875.  Teachers  $3799. 

All  occupations  $3739. 

E.  Therefore,  to  compete  for  and  to  maintain  the  adequate 
teaching  staff  this  Union  expects,  I  recommend  an  increase  in  the 
base  of  $200.  This  would  bring  us  up  to  challenging  distance  of 
present  scales  and  maintain  a  status  quo;  an  increase  of  $300.  would 
allow  this  Union  to  compete  for  teaching  services  with  the  expected 
increase  in  states  and  districts  surrounding  us. 

THE  STAFF 

You  will  note  a  number  of  changes  since  the  last  report.  Mrs. 
Craig,  Mrs.  Fortier,  Mrs.  Nilson,  Mr.  Wade,  and  Mrs.  Welner  are 
no  longer  with  us.  We  pay  our  respects  here  to  the  memory  of  Mrs. 
Fortier  whose  untimely  death  Good  Friday  last  shocked  us  all.  We 
also  admire  the  courage  of  Mrs.  Perham  and  her  return  to  duty  this 
Fall,  as  well  as  Mrs.  Craig,  Mrs.  Casey  and  Mrs.  Foote  upon  their 
return.  In  place  of  those  named  above,  we  have  Miss  Hussey,  Mr. 
Parent,  Miss  Ferguson,  Mr.  Thorburn  and  Miss  Sage — the  last 
having  given  way  to  Miss  Plante  last  November.  Mr.  George  Era- 
ser for  Shop  and  General  subjects  and  Mr.  George  Coutris  in 
Grade  6  and  Jr.  High  Science  are  the  two  new  teachers  in  new  po- 
sitions. 
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THE  FUTURE 

Someone  has  said  that  we  must  look  to  the  future  because 
that  is  where  we  will  spend  the  rest  of  our  lives.  Therefore,  we  make 
a  budget  for  the  future,  we  look  into  the  years  to  come  and  ex- 
amine our  needs. 

A  growing  district,  as  this  is,  must  look  ahead  toward  exapnsion, 
consolidation  or  tuition.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  some  study  of  this 
problem  has  already  been  under  way  and  more  will  follow  as  the 
critical  pieriod  approaches. 

Federal  funds  for  the  purchase  of  science  and  mathematics 
equipment  have  been  available  on  a  matching  basis  this  year  and 
much  new  and  needed  equipment  has  been  provided.  A  budgetary 
item  to  continue  this  matching  for  next  year  is  included  with  the 
plan  to  expend  it  for  electronic  equipment  in  foreign  language 
teaching. 

The  expansion  of  the  secondary  program  in  Commercial,  Shop, 
and  Home  Economics  will  require  additional  or  replacing  equip- 
ment from  time  to  time. 

The  large  influx  of  pupils  in  Grade  I  this  year  and  next  will 
mean  an  additional  teacher  in  Grades  1-6  and  possibly  another  for 
the  lower  grades  of  the  secondary  group  to  relieve  the  Elementary 
Principal  somewhat  as  well  as  the  large  sections  expected  in  those 
grades. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  School  Board,  Teachers  and  Citizens 
for  their  continued  efforts  and  interest  in  the  schools.

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OUR  HELPING  TEACHER 

INDIVIDUAL  DIFFERENCES  AMONG  CHILDREN  IN 
SUPERVISORY  UNION  #40 

In  spite  of  what  we  would  like  to  believe,  all  children  are  not 
created  equal.  There  is  nothing  we  can  do  to  alter  that  fact.  But  all 
children  are  entitled  to  an  equal  opportunity  to  be  educated,  regard- 
less of  the  inequalities  of  their  creation.  The  educational  program  in 
this  union  is  continually  improving  in  ways  and  means  of  doing  this. 
However,  we  must  continue  to  find  better  ways. 

A  study  of  the  results  of  our  recent  testing  program  shows  very 
clearly  many  of  these  inequalities.  It  will  also  give  some  indication 
of  the  many  problems  encountered  by  our  teachers  in  attempting  to 
give  an  equal  education  to  all  their  children. 

Consider  the  following  table  as  a  means  of  classifying  indivi- 
duals according  to  their  ability: 

Below  I.Q.  75 — Retarded,  needing  special  education 
I.Q.  75  -  85 — Slow  learner,  requiring  extra  time  and  extra  help. 
I.Q.  86  -  119 — Range  of  slow  to  average  to  rapid  learners 
I.Q.  120  -  140 — Rapid  learners,  including  gifted,  needing  en- 
richment or  possible  acceleration 
I.Q.  141  &  over — Gifted  to  genius,  needing  special  education 

Of  a  total  of  861  children  in  this  union  in  grades  two,  three, 
four,  and  five  tested  this  year, 
19  scored  I.Q.  74  or  less 
40  scored  between  I.Q.  75  and  85 
562  scored  between  I.Q.  86  and  119 
223  scored  between  I.Q.  120  and  140 
17  scored  between  I.Q,  141  and  162 

We  realize  that  no  test  is  infallible  and  that  for  some  children 
it  is  but  a  rough  estimate  of  their  ability.  In  any  case  this  survey 
has  many  implications  for  us. 

1.  A  program  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  average  group 
cares  for  most  of  the  children. 

2.  To  be  most  effective  an  educational  program  must  meet  the 
requirements  of  all  children. 

3.  Those  children  at  either  extreme  should  have  a  special 
program. 

4.  The  grouping  of  children  according  to  their  needs  is  a  way 
of  providing  for  their  differences. 
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While  the  program  for  caring  for  the  gifted  within  our  present 
classroom  structure  is  increasingly  productive  there  seems  to  be  no 
good  solution  to  the  problems  of  the  retarded.  It  seems  hardly  fair 
to  anyone  concerned  that  these  children  are  not  given  the  special 
type  of  education  which  is  impossible  to  find  in  a  regular  classroom. 
It  requires  a  specially  trained  teacher,  special  materials  and  con- 
sideration to  give  these  children  the  equal  educational  opportunity 
they  deserve.  There  are  enough  of  them  to  warrant  a  special,  but 
not  segregated,  classroom  somewhere  within  this  union.  It  is  a 
real  challenge.   What  can  we  do  about  it? 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  School 
Boards,  Superintendent,  Parents  and  associates  for  their  help  and 
cooperation.

The  shop  was  remodeled  and  equipped  with  power  tools,  a  band 
saw,  drill  press,  power  lathe,  and  electric  grinder.  Four  tables,  sixty 
inches  square,  were  installed  to  hold  ten  bench  vises.  Several  differ- 
ent types  of  hand  tools  have  also  been  added. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  transported  to  the  high 
school  three  days  a  week  and  are  taught  a  course  in  General  Shop. 

The  library  was  moved  upstairs.  Two  new  bookcases  were  made 
and  equipped  with  new  books  bought  with  money  from  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  P.  T.  A.  A  set  of  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica  for 
the  High  School  and  a  junior  set  for  the  Junior  High,  have  been 
ordered  through  the  effort  of  the  P.T.A.  Library  Committee.  We 
now  have  thirty  different  periodicals  and  magazines,  and  five  news- 
papers including  the  N.  Y.  Times.  Over  a  $1000  worth  of  equip- 
ment has  been  purchased  for  the  Science  Laboratory. 
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The  Town  Hall  floor  was  refinished  and  bleachers  were  made 
through  the  effort  of  the  P.T.A.  and  the  selectmen.  This  year's 
Senior  Class  donated  a  mat  for  the  backboards. 

Four  students  out  of  the  thirteen  taking  the  National  Merit 
Scholarship  Test  received  a  letter  of  commendation.  This  is  a  very 
high  percentage  compared  with  other  schools. 

Already  tentatively  accepted  at  different  schools  are:  Maxine 
Manning,  Philip  Scott,  Sally  Lupien,  and  Donald  Chase.  Several 
more  will  be  accepted  as  soon  as  mid-year  ranks  are  submitted. 

Sally  Lupien  was  a  first  place  winner  of  the  State  Science  Fair. 
Donald  Chase  was  sent  to  Boys'  State,  Joy  Anderson  to  Girls'  State, 
and  Susan  Hopkins  received  the  DAR  Citizenship  Award. 

We  have  established  a  Hospitality  Club  in  the  school.  The 
projects  which  they  have  participated  in  are  the  serving  of  refresh- 
ments at  the  open  house  and  the  Thanksgiving  food  baskets. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  have  become  departmentalized. 
Mr.  Capon  teaches  Social  Studies  in  these  groups:  7a,  7b,  and  8. 
Mr.  Coutris:  Science;  Mr.  Vlangas:  English;  and  Mrs.  Denault: 
Mathematics. 

Finals  have  been  instituted  in  the  curricula  at  Mid-Years.  This 
gives  the  pupils,  especially  those  planning  to  further  their  education, 
the  experience  in  review  and  of  taking  tests. 

Third  year  Latin  has  been  instituted. 

Quality  has  been  stressed  throughout  the  year. 

We  recognize  that  there  is  an  ever  increasing  demand  for  the 
high  degrees  of  training  and  skill  in  all  occupations.  To  get  the 
needed  advantages,  our  children  are  being  challenged  more,  pro- 
vided with  more,  and  expected  to  produce  more,  each  in  relation  to 
his  given  aptitude  and  abilities. 

To  accomplish  these  goals,  I  recommend  that  we  make  General 
Science  a  required  course  for  all  freshmen.  With  the  incoming  first 
grade  of  approximately  55  pupils,  the  eighth  grade  should  be  moved 
to  the  high  school.  Transportation  for  the  transfer  of  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  back  and  forth  from  the  elementary  school  should 
be  extended. 

A  mathematics  teacher  should  be  employed  to  take  care  of  the 
ever  increasing  number  of  students  in  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  grades, 
as  well  as  a  physical  education  teacher  to  take  care  of  the  physical 
well-being  of  our  pupils.  This  may  not  be  possible  at  this  time,  but 
should  be  in  the  near  future.  I  also  recommend  that  basketball 
games  during  the  week  should  be  played  in  the  afternoon  or  early 
evening. 
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Mr.  Bowley,  Mrs.  Gerda  Tuttle,  and  myself  have  been  studying 
the  possibility  of  a  language  laboratory  by  attending  several  demon- 
strations to  evaluate  the  different  models. 

The  professional  attitude  and  accomplishment  of  the  faculty 
should  be  highly  praised  and  the  personal  efTect  that  it  has  on  the 
student  body  should  be  noticed.  The  desire  for  excellence  is  certainly 
reflected  in  the  attitude  of  our  groups. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  Board  of 
Education,  the  teachers,  the  pupils,  and  the  townspeople  in  attaining 
this  high  degree  of  excellence.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
Hollis  Elementary  School 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  principal  of  the  Hollis  Elemen- 
tary School. 

The  enrollment  of  the  first  six  grades  in  September  was  249. 
Grades  seven  and  eight,  housed  in  the  elementary  building  this  year, 
had  55,  making  a  total  enrollment  of  304.  Eight  pupils  entered 
while  three  transferred  leaving  our  present  enrollment  309  as  of 
January  15th.  Fifty-four  pupils  have  had  perfect  attendance  to  date. 
Those  with  perfect  attendance  for  the  year  were  Steven  Kibby, 
Norman  Lagasse,  Robert  Boucher,  Laurie  Brown,  and  Peter  Beers. 

Our  teaching  staff  and  Helping  Teacher  remain  the  same  as 
last  year  with  these  exceptions: 

Miss  Virginia  Ferguson  —  Grade  I  and  H 

Miss  Emily  Plante  —  Grade  I 

Miss  Sandra  Hussey  —  Grade  V 

It  was  deemed  advisable  to  departmentalize  grades  6,  7A,  7B, 
and  8  for  more  effective  teaching.  Reading,  as  a  regular  subject,  was 
added  to  Grades  7  and  8  this  year  following  the  Joplin  Plan  for 
better  ability  grouping.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  also  increase  our 
study  skills.  Reading  classes  are  now  conducted  every  day  through- 
out the  school  for  one  hour.  Children  of  the  lowest  ability  groups 
are  being  given  additional  help.  We  like  this  plan  and  find  it  most 
effective. 

Art  is  taught  in  Grades  5-8  as  we  have  art  instruction  on  Friday 
only.   Music  is  taught  in  all  grades  on  Thursday. 

Our  large  entering  class  of  at  least  55  presents  another  problem. 
This  will,  no  doubt,  necessitate  two  first  grades  and  two  second 
grades.  All  other  grades  are  split  due  to  the  large  enrollment  with 
every  two  grades  occupying  three  rooms. 

ACTIVITIES 

The  annual  pre-school  clinic  in  May  was  very  successful  with 
about  95%  of  the  entering  class  attending. 

Memorial  Day  exercises  were  held  in  the  individual  rooms  May 
29th.   This  became  necessary  due  to  our  large  enrollment. 

The  P.T.A.  presented  a  film  projector  and  screen  to  our  school 
as  well  as  donating  $50  for  library  books.   We  are  very  grateful. 

A  reception  for  the  faculty  was  held  at  the  October  meeting  of 
the  P.T.A. 

Mrs.  Marion  Gangloff  replaced  Mrs.  Gill  as  school  nurse  in  the 
fall.  Physical  examinations  were  given  to  pupils  of  the  third,  fourth, 
and  eighth  grades  by  Dr.  Law  of  Milford,  the  school  doctor,  in 
October. 
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American  Educational  Week  was  observed  throughout  the 
second  week  of  November.  Open  House  was  held  Monday  evening 
at  which  time  each  teacher  explained  what  she  hoped  to  accomplish 
during  the  school  year.   Parent-teacher  conferences  followed. 

California  Mental  Maturity  Tests  were  given  to  Grades  3,  4, 
and  5  on  November  7th  and  California  Reading  Tests  to  Grades  4 
and  5  on  November  8th.  Grade  3  took  their  reading  tests  January 
11th.  Miss  Connolly's  report  will  give  you  additional  information 
concerning  these. 

Mrs.  Hammond,  our  speech  consultant,  is  giving  instruction  to 
seventeen  pupils  weekly.  This  work  would  be  much  more  beneficial 
if  the  instruction  periods  could  be  lengthened. 

About  80%  of  the  pupils  are  taking  advantage  of  the  hot  lunch 
program  which  is  under  the  able  direction  of  Mrs.  Mary  Larrabee 
who  is  assisted  by  four  cafeteria  workers  and  volunteers  from  the 
P.T.A.  who  add  in  lunchroom  supervision,  clearing  tables,  etc., 
making  it  possible  to  serve  the  three  shifts  within  the  hour. 

An  automatic  clock  and  an  extension  telephone  have  been  in- 
stalled which  are  both  great  time  savers. 

Preliminary  vision  tests  have  been  given  to  all  pupils  in  the 
school.  Pupils  found  with  less  than  20-20  vision  are  being  given  tele- 
binocular  tests  by  the  school  nurse. 

The  state  bookmobile  visits  our  school  every  three  months  this 
year  leaving  about  two  hundred  reference  and  leisure  reading  books 
which  are  selected  by  the  teacher. 

Since  the  7th  and  8th  grades  are  to  be  housed  in  our  building  a 
central  library  for  the  upper  grades  especially  would  be  very  bene- 
ficial. Lower  elementary  grades  prefer  their  room  libraries  so  the 
books  are  available  at  any  time. 

Our  greatest  needs  are  more  encyclopedias,  magazines,  and  ref- 
erence books.  We  wish  to  thank  our  anonymous  donors  who  have 
again  given  us  $100  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  reference  ma- 
terials. 

Through  the  National  Defense  Act  funds,  matched  by  the  town, 
our  science  program  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the  addition  of  a 
fully  equipped  portable  science  table,  a  Ken- A- Vision  (micro  pro- 
jector) ,  and  many  film  strips. 

Many  arithmetic  devices  such  as  counting  frames  were  purchas- 
ed for  the  primary  grades  also. 
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Television  in  school  seems  to  be  the  coming  thing.  This  could 
become  an  important  part  in  teaching  third  and  sixth  grade  science 
and  fourth  grade  social  studies  as  programs  are  already  being  broad- 
cast by  master  teachers  on  Channels  2  and  11.  Should  we  be  taking 
advantage  of  these? 

I  would  like  to  recommend  that  the  elementary  principal  be  re- 
lieved of  teaching  duties  for  more  effective  administration. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
and  help  given  to  me  by  you,  Miss  Connolly,  the  School  Board, 
Teachers,  Parents,  and  Townspeople.
